Hire Kineaic 
Firm to Chart 
Area Growth 


City, Township, 
Park Board Join 
In Hiring Experts 


The Chicago firm of Ever 


ett Kincaid, professional cttj 
planners, was hiied Tuesday 
night to compile a master 
plan for the Dixon area at 
< 


meeting in the township build 
ing of area planners and gov 
ernment officials. 


A unanimous vote of attending 


members of the city and township 
planning commissions, the park 
board, and the city council gave 
the job to the Chicago turn. 


The decision to hire the planning 


firm came late last night afte 
hours of discussion. 


,- Will Sign Soon 


A contract will be signed within 


the ne\t few days on the area's 
agreement to use Kincaid's ser- 
vices on a fee-plus-cost basis, with 
an outside expense limit of $12,000. 


To wrap up the deal, the contract 


will be signed by officials of Dixon 
area ta\mg bodies who agreed to 
put up the money for the progiam, 
namely the city of Dixon, the park 
commrssron, and the township. 


A review of the funds available 


to meet costs shows that the area 
actually has an anticipated 59,500 
at its disposal during the next two 
years. 


The city council appiopnated 


$2,500 this year and will appropri- 
ate that much next year. 
The 


township will provide a totaj of 
$4,000 over a two-year period and 
the park board will add another 
S500 during the next two years 


A fee-plus-cost basis stipulates 


that periodic payments 
will be 


made to the planning firm as work 
progresses during the agreed-upon 
18 months duration of the program. 


It Is hoped that the method will 


reduce the expense of the master 
plan below the maximum cost of 
$12,000. 


Workablp Plan 


Kincaid explained that he will be 


able to provide a valuable, and 
workable plan for the area's future 
under those provisions 


He said the firm comes into an 


area strictly in an advisory capa- 
city, working with the planning 
commissions a n d 
governmental 


bodies. 
i 


It is their policy to see that the 


master plan is the area's plan and 
not the firm's. 


The professional planners jjive 


suggestions and comment on the 
conditions found within the ^ity 
and what can be done to remedy 
them after extensive study and 
survev",'Kincaid said 


Public meetings will be sched- 


uled to explain what is being plan- 
ned and to study public reaction. 
In criticizing an area, professional 
planners are impartial and "pull no 
punches," looking toward the nest 
possible plan for the coming jears, 


• added. 
At the end of plan-making oper- 


ations, a narrative report is pun- 
lished for the benefit of everyone 
interested. The area planning com- 


j mrssion then recommends that the 


j plan be adopted by a rexolutron of 
j the city council. 


Upon adoption, a nevv/omng ordi- 


nance can be complied and opened 
to public hearing. The council then 
can pass the ordinance.

both experiences, i think the Ba-

Asked whether he preferred cap- 


tivity by the Communists or the 
Japanese, Dixon replied: 


"I think the Communists were 


an improvement over the Japa- 
nese. The food wasn't good over 


here but I wasn't starved all the 
time. 
When I was a prisoner of 


the Japs, J was always hungry " 


Dixon said he was forced to at- 


tend many lectures on communism 
and had signed a letter to Presi- 
dent Eisenhower recently after he 
had been asked by his captors: 


Value, Your Life 


"Do you value your life?" 
"When they ask you that It 


makes you stop and think," he 
said. "If you cooperate with them 
a little, you get good treatment—

fust day's exchange erupted at the 
last minute in defiance of the Al- 
lies. Alany ripped and ruined their 
new American-provided uniforms, 
snarled and cursed Amerrcan ofii- 
cers and flashed anger. The dis- 
play obviously was aimed at prop- 
aganda for the Red newsmen and 
photogiaphers who stood nearby.

showed what they shouted—"Glad 
to b« here.'" 


Sick and Wounded 


About half of the 70 Americans 


were sick and wounded. 


The. American prisoners were 


fped to Freedom Village. 12 miles 
south of Panmunjom. for showers, 
food, quick medical treatment and 
tne first processing for their trip 
home.

In all the accounts of Senator Taft's last days, one small 


_. item passed largely unnoticed. It stated that during his stay 


in the hospital, the senator had had two long conversations 
with Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of New York. 


Until Dewey chooses, if he ever does, to tell what was 


discussed in those meetings, one can only speculate, natur- 
^ally. But it is very possible that they had much to do with 
'the future political management of the Republican party. 


In the strictest sense, Dewey was no friend of Taft's. 


. The two men were adversaries in the GOP presidential cam- 
". paigns of 1940 and 194S, and Dewey seemed to magnify this 
••political enmity by throwing himself heavily onto President 


Eisenhower's side against Taft in 1952. In its last frantic 
hours, the Taft drive for nomination 
Dewev than anti-Eisenhower.

Yet. as everyone has seen again and again, Taft was an 


eminently practical man. And he was a man supremely de- 
voted to advancing the cause of the Republican party. He 
knew he was going to die. and he must have realized that his 
passing would leave the party painfully short on experienced 
political leadership. 


Dewey is totally unlike Taft in temperament, outlook and 


cast of mind. But, aside from Taft himself, he is unqucs- 
tionally the most practiced politician in the party. He brings 
power and authority and an inevitable stature to whatever 
he does in its ranks. He got himself two presidential nomina- 
tions, played'a key role in Mr. Eisenhower's, and won the 
governorship of the country's most populous state three 
times. He is no amateur. 


Taft may have turned to Dewev as the one man with 


the know-how to guide the party through difficult time 
ahead. 


How Dewey could make his undeniable political gift 


felt in this dilemma is not clear. It's highly unlikely that IK 


• could.work himself into the senate picture, since no New York 
,'seat is in contest until 3956. Possibly the most practical avc 
• nue for him would be a key cabinet appointment.

In such a post, Dewey could serve as a top political ad 


| viser to the president, who.does not himself have the nceclec

Dewey would not have an easy time, if it came to that 


His second defeat made him highly unpopular among many 
Republican politicians. Their bitterness may-not have les 
sened. But the fact is. Dewey once was acceptable to both 
wings of his party, and he might be again. His record a< 
governor is proof/he knows how to deal with a legislature 
• he gets things done.

ice for advice on practically all important matter* 
that came up. He was a power in the government 
until he died in 1?26." 


Although "indestructible" is the key-word clev- 


erly inserted here as though to .frustrate .criticism, 
I descry an intent to equate Baruch with Jefferson. 


"Six presidents have asked Bernard Baruch's 


advice and assistance. Even Lenin and Stalin have 
sought confeiences with him. 
He disclosed this to 


me during a recent visit to his quail-hunting lodge. 
Little Hobcaw at Kingstiee. S. C. lOur tallks were 
solely about his history. 'No interviews," is his rule 


Frtttt at this point.)" 


So here we aje taking Baruch's own word to a guest at his bed 


and board to the effect that his counsel has been sought by the gianta 
of a tumultuous and fateful time. 
Did he advise Lenin and Stalin? 


For the historical record the AP should I'll us. 


"Early this month, a seventh pi*sidentia! pal. Dwight D. Eisen- 


hower, showed up at Baruch's home in New York." Beach wrote. 
"When Baruch's old friend, Winston'Churchill, was visiting him. Eis- 
enhower suggested that the pioposed meeting between himself and the 
prime minister be held at 'Bernie's place.' " 


We have only an AP assumption 


that Ike was the seventh "presi- 
dential pal" of Baruch. 
And the 


possibility that Churchill had sin- 
ister motives for cultivating "Ber- 
me" and Ike in secret heie is ab- 
solutely ignored by the AP. 
The 


mere facts that "Bernie's" man 
sion on Fifth avenue is inrompara 
bly more private and comfortable 
than any hotel in town, and that 
Baruch has a good cellar, seem 
not to occur to the AP's Mr. Beach 
and its editors. 


"To realize how remarkable this 


is." 
Mr. Beach continues, "you 


have to remember that Mr. Ba- 
ruch is fi2, a lifelong Democrat 
and not very rich any more." 


Baruch's age is not remarkable, 


it is just a little unusual and he 
has babied himself along with a 
nurse in attendance for years. The 
fact that he is a "life-long Demo- 
crat" is unimportant even for a 
man of ?2.

Soviet Union 
Spurns U. S. 
B-50 Protest 


LONDON" ».«—Moscow radio said 


today the Soviet Union has spurned 
a United States protest against the 
shooting down of an American 
bomber off Siberia July 29. 


The broadcast quoted a Russian 


note as saying the Moscow gov- 
ernment had no knowledge of the 
16 men missing aboard the U. S. 
plane. 


The big B50 bomber was forced 


into the sea. Only one of the 17 
crewmen was rescued by an Amer- 
ican naval vessel but the United 
States has said it had information 
tiiai others may have been picked 
up by Russian craft.
